Commodity Fund Wins 
North-South Approval

PARIS, June 1 (IHT).—The 27 
delegations at the North-South 
conference tonight agreed to es- 
tablish a common fund for com- 
modity price stabilization and 
were working toward agreements 
on other issues that have delayed 
the fimal declaration of this 
three-day meeting. 

Meeting aJl day and into the 
night, foreien ministers from the 
world’s industrial, ofl-producing 
and developmg uations reached 
tentative agreements on several 
of the sabjects facing them, tn- 
cluding .development. aid, the 
common fond and the need to 
continue these talks in the zu- 
ture. 

The main point holding up a 
final agreement was the form 
that foture energy consultations 
would take. The industrialized 
countries were insisting on setting 
up a new forum for future con- 
tact, while the developing coun- 
‘tries were reluctant to grant this 
until they had squeezed out as 
many concessions as possible in 
the areas of 2id and price sup- 
Ports. 

There were difficulties in sev- 
eral other areas, 

Gut they were also having dif- 
ficulty in several areas, telud- 
ing how to dea! with the devel- 
oping countries’ indebtedness end 
suarantees for the purchasing 
power of such countries in an 


inflationary world, 


The difficulty of the negotia~ 
tions extended the talks beyond 
the scheduled. termination, which 
was to have been this morning. 
Secretary of State Cyrns Vance 
canceled a morning press con- 
ference and ἃ scheduled moon 
departure and, with the other 
foreign ministers, was still at 
the negotisting. table late to- 
night. -

U.S. Weighs Range of Efforts 
To Curtail Rhodesian Atiack

In London, the 
Foreign Office said 2 stronely 
worded protest had been sent 
from Mr. Owen to Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Tan Smith, ac- 
eording to wire dispatches.] 

The four-day-old occupation 
of .Mapai, 50 miles from the 
RFhodesian -- Mozambique frontier.

The report sajd the pill seems 
to help prevent benign breast 
tumors and has not been linked 
to breast cancer in most studies;

Observers Blame Poaching 
For Kenyan Wildlife Decline 


By Boyce Rensberger 


NEW YORK. June 1 iNYT).— 
Although conservationists ap- 
Plauded the hunting ban an- 
pounced recenily oy Kenya, 
many people familiar with the 
wildlife situation in that East 
African country say that the 
more’s major impact will not be 
to halt the decimation of wild 
animals directiy but to focus at- 
tention on a much larger threat-— 
poaching. 

Without the sport bunters to 
blame. it is said. Kenyan officials 
will bave to come up with sonie 
other explanation if wildlife num- 
bers continue to decline as 
rapidly as they have in recent 
years and if large numbers of 
carved tusks, leopard skins. zebra 
hides and other wildlife products 
continue to be available for sale 
in Kenra, 

Wildlife researchers. safari op- 

erators and others blame the 
decline of wildlife on a huge up- 
surge in Wegal killing of wild 
animals to supply the demand 
for wildlife curios and for raw 
ivory os a financial investinent 
highly valued in the Orient. 
. During this same period, legal 
sport hunting in Kenya has 
declined, with fewer hunters going 
on safari and fewer animals being 
taken. By one estimate. only 
about 300 to 500 persons had been 
going to Kenya each year to bimt 
legaty. About half were Amer- 
tcans and most of the others Ger 
mans and Italians, 

AS many visitors to “Nairobl 
and residents there have observed, 
the number of so-called curio 
shops selling wildlife products 
has greatly increased. The 
animals killed to supply the 
shops are suppdsed to have been 
legally kilied by sporte hunters or 
by the game department, which 
occasionally shoots animals that 
menace people or property. 

In fact, wildlife specialists con- 
tend, many of the trophies sold 
in the shops and exported for 
sale elsewhere have been made 
from poached animals. ‘If the 
shops continue to thrive, they say, 
it will reflect a continuation of 
the major cause of Kenya's wild- 
life decline. 

The major market for the curio 
shops are tourists who come to 
see and photograph wildiife. 
Although many profess to be in- 
terested in wildlife conservation, 
they provide 2 booming outlet for 
poached wild animals. 

Professiona] hunters, the licens- 
ed individuals who supervise 
amateur sport hunters in the 
bush, have long known that theirs 
was @ dying profession and that, 
even without the upsurge in 
poaching, 2 ban on hunting in 
Kenya was inevitable. In recent 
years Tanzania and Uganda, once 
the two other major attractions 


for hunters, have outlawed sport 


hunting. 

“I support the principie of the 
ban and hope that it's the first 
step toward miaking a program 
whereby Eenya takes every step 
necessary to protect the animals 
and insure the continuance of 2 
healthy wildlife population.” said 
John Sutton, executive director 
of Ker, Downey & Selby Safaris 
Ltd. Until last week it was one 
of the major operators of hunting 
safazis in Kenya. - 

Mr. Sutton noted, however, 


that the sport hunting system of 
the last two years was an in- 
eentive for wildlife conserration, 
Under that system, the govern- 
ment auctioned hunting rights 
to safari operators who then 
paid an additional fee to the 
tribal councils that governed the 
land on which the hunting was 
done. 

Some councils realized tens of 
thousands of doljars annualiy 
from that method. Previously, 
Kenyans derived little or no 
economic benefit from wildlife 
and had little stake in insuring 
its survival. 

Tan Douglas - Hamilton, a 
Kenya-based scientists who 
specializes in elephant behavior, 
believes that the hunting ban 
was a good step for the short 
term but that it may prove 
Tetrogressive in the long run. 

“ think it was justified, par- 
ticularly since there were a few 
hunters who abused their 
privileges and were shooting out 
more game than they should 
have," Dr. Dovglas-Hamilton 
said. “But I think it could deal 
8 death blow to what was a 
valuable industry making use of 
Kenya's renewable wildlife re- 
sources." 

Like many associated with 
wildlite matters, Dr. Douglas- 
Hamilton helieves that one of 
the most effective arguments for 
conserving wild animals is that 
they can, tf managed properly, 
become significant sources of 
revenue for developmg coun- 
tries. 

Kenya reportedly made $1.2 
million 3 year from the sale of 
bunting Heenses. . 

In addition, a great deal more 
money flowed into its economy 
as hunters outfitted thelr safaris, 
hired Kenyan servants and 
bearers and stayed in hotels. By 
banning sport hunting, Kenya is 
denying itself this income in the 
hope that it will lead to the 
preservation of 3 wildlife popuis~ 
tion great enough to attract even 
greater revenue from nonhunting 
tourists. 

But, the wildiife specialists 
note, if similarly stern measures 
there may eventually be very 
little wikilife left in Kenya to 
attract either hunters or tour- 
ists.

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Fundamental Problems 


When Senator Javits warns the under- 
Geveloped countries not to be too critical 
of American efforts to aid them, ne is quite 
wight. The United States was underdevel- 
oped itself once. and doesn’t find it as easy 
as does the Third World to forget the years 
οὐ bard work and manr debts that marked 
3s early history. 


But when the underdeveloped accuse the 
Pnited States of not presenting anything 
new in the direction of a world economic 
eeder, they too ave right, For both sides, 
vegardiess of what formal economic or polit- 
teal systems mar prevail, have certain fun- 
damental probiems which prevent any new 
arder from being introduced overnight—oz 
being accepted if it is introduced. 

On the side of the industrialized states 
‘@neciuding the Communist, as the Poles 
found out) there is a kind of built-in in- 
fistion, less because of the search for profits 
by the owners, whether national or private, 
than because of the constantly rising antic- 
tpations of the wage earners and the eco- 
nomic strength they now possess, The under- 
developed countries are weil aware οὗ the 
inflation and would gear it to the sales ci 
their own products, But could 3 country 
lke. say France. which is trying to enforee 
wage and price stabilization. be able ta 
accept an automatically inflatable cost for 
Rew materiais? Until the industrial states 


are able to control stagflation. tt will be & 
problem for the non-industrial states. 

And the latter have their own problems, 
Including those of 8 staggering accumulation 
of debts and uneven balances of exchange. 
And those states are not necessarily without 
their own share of guilt for such problems: 
seeking to develop too fast, trying all man- 
ner of economic experimentation. internal 
corruption. feuds and fights. Would, for 
example, southern Africa offer quite so bad 
an economic prospect if it moved, step by 
peaceful step, toward majority rule instead 
of trying to take on the whole southern end 
of the continent. with its chrome and gold 
and diamonds. in a state of war in which 
racial, tribal and ideological factors play so 
large amd confusing 2 part? 

A new order must emerge if there is to be 
an equitable distribution of the world's dim- 
inishing stock of materials among an in- 
ereasing number of people. But it cannot 
be done overnight, in a conference in Paris. 
or one in Guatemala. an expedition by Cyrus 
Vance or one ὉΣ Mrs. Rosaiyn Carter (who is. 
not yet an Eleanor Roosevelt}, The debts 
are not the only problem, nor the inflation 
in the north nor the waste and speculation 
in the south. All of these are parts of ἃ 
global question that can, at best, be resolved 
eradually~-and seems to require a far wider 
understanding of the truly critical elements 
than elther side has yet displayed. 


The Virtue in 


The United States posted a record foreign 
trade deficit in April—s2.6 billion—and more 
records are certain before this year runs 
out. 

Not too long ago, such news wouid have 
stirred alarm: Dollars are running out faster 
than they come in. But today, paradoxically. 
this huge excess of U.S. imports over ex- 
ports 1s taken as evidence of the dollar's 
strength in world commerce and of the de- 
pendence of the international economy on 
U.S. initlative. 

The world economy would be much worse 
off without the U.S. deficit: it would be better 
still if other prosperous nations, notably 
Japan and West Germany. tried harder to 
help. 

Most of the nations of the world that im- 
port oil have had to contract their economies 
since 1973 to pay for the increased costs of 
energy. By thus cutting down imports. they 
further reduced the world’s trade. causing a 
double hardship in the weaker economies. 

Only the most prosperous nations therefore 
eould be expected to lead a revival in trade 
by running trade deficits—that is, by stim- 
ulating their economies to the point where 
imports would exceed exports. 

The U.S, deficits, heading for $20 billion 
this year after a deficit of $9 billion last 
Fear. are testimony that the United States. 
alone among major industrial powers, has 
taken vigorous action to expand its economy 
and thus to help the rest of the world. 

With stimulus here. the demand has grown 
not only for more U.S. goods but also for 
Ttallan wines, French planes, Brazilian tex- 
tiles—to everyone's benefit. 


Trade Deficits 


Yhe question now is whether the United 
States can afford to continue to fuel world 
recovery through such deficits. The answer. 
tentatively. is yes: Micawber’s injunctions 
against the misery of debt do not strictly 
apply in international trade accounts. As 
long as the United States is also seen as ἃ 
stable refuge for foreign wealth. the flood of 
dollars streaming abroad for imports will 
find its way home again In the form of 
Investments. 

It would clearly be better. however. for 
the older. economically healthy nations to 
accept a share of this responsibility by in- 
creasing their own purchases of foreign- 
made goods. 

By running deficits, Japan and Germany 
could do much to speed recovery elsewhere 
and to provide a more attractive alternative 
to the loans and handouts now required by 
struggling economies in Europe and through- 
out the developing world. Increased trade 
would also relieve the pressure on the Carter 
administration for greater import restric- 
tions to defend domestic U.S, products. 

So far, alas, neither West Germany nor 
Japan has shown much Inclination to accept 
this responsibility. 
bills, the Japanese ran a trade surplus of $10 
billion and the Germans of $13.5 billion last 
year. : 

Both continue on. the same constricted 
course. Their reluctance to open the doors 
to tmports ts a sad misunderstanding of their 
international obligations—and long-term 
interest. £

Compensation in the Middle East 


President Carter seems to have given new 
life to an old Middle East idea, compensa- 
tion for the victims of the region's travails. 
He dropped it in such ἃ garbled form, sug- 
gesting—inaccurately—that ἃ United Nations 
Security Councii resolution had authorized 
compensation for displaced Palestinians. 
that some observers surmised he had picked 
it up from his most recent Mideast visitor, 
Saudi Arabia’s Crown Prince Fahd. The 
Israeli ambassador in Washington promptly 
reminded the State Department that Israel 
has its own claims for compensation, for 
losses suffered by Jews formerly resident in 
Arab lands. Egypt's President Sadat then 
chipped in with a demand for billions of 
dollars in compensation for losses incurred 
while the Suez Canal and the Sinai oil fields 
were in Israeli hands. 

Given Mr. Carter's record of moving on 
from verbal miscues to policy pronounce- 
ments, it could be a mistake to dismiss what 
he sald about compensation. [t's not a way- 
out idea. On the contrary, the reason It's 
been around for so long is that it's a good 
idea. Paying off some number of aggrieved 
Palestinians. rather than having them con- 
tinue to agitate to go back where they lived 
before Israel was established in 1948. has 
always seemed one possible alternative. If 
in fact Prince Fahd broached it to President 


Carter, that’s evidence of sorts that the 
Saudis are serious about a settlement. 

Who will be paid? Who will pay? It's 
conceivable that Arab and Israeli compensa- 
tion claims will pretty much cancel each 
other out; that's the simplest solution. In 
fact. it's very hard to see any money 
changing hands at all if compensation fs 
Presented as tantamount to confession of 
historical wrongdoing. That approach would 
seem to effectively preclude payment by 
Israelis to Arabs or vice versa. If payment 
15 presented as part of a diplomatic bargain 
or a development package. however, that's 
another matter. The Saudis and other Arab 
oil states have plenty of money, and the 
United States and other Western countries 
have funds available. Any new Palestinian 
“homeland.” whatever its political form will 
need economic help. 


Until now. demands for compensation have 
been only propaganda. But a serious quest 
for peace would have to be one part diplo- 
matic conference and one part bazaar. and 
in that eontext economie considerations 
would have a central role. Although it is 
not entirely clear from what Mr. Carter sald 
the other day. that’s apparently what he 
had in mind.

The Struggle to Succeed Leonid Brezhnev | 


WASEINCTON τὴς sbropt . 


dismissal of President Niko- 
Jai Podgorny from the Soviet 
Politburo last week shows that 
the struggle for the succession to 
Leonid Brezhnev as party secre- 
tery is beginning to weaken the 
imner core of the Kremlin lead- 
ership. 

All the previous dismissals of 
Politburo members under the 
Brezhnev regime were designed 
to remove from leadership the 
younger officials who might chal- 
lenge the supremacy of the 
Brezhnev generation. now in its 
seventies. So long as this inner 
corner held together, there was 
ἃ good chance that the pressure 
from the younger leaders could 
be held in check. The sense of 
self-preservation therefore re- 
peatedly led the okler leaders to 
compose their policy differences, 
instead of fighting it out to the 
point et whick one of them 
woukl have to be removed from 
the Politburo. 

The senior member of this 
voner group, Mikhail Suslov, who 
is 75, has often taken a harder

Bu, Brezhnev held the post of 
president for a time under the 
Khrushchev regime. and he cer- 
tainly used it to great advantage 
as a stepping stone to the posi- 
tion of the party’s first secre- 
tary after he overthrew Khrush- 
chev.
